“Despite the need for a large amount of 
statistical material and special technical re- 
ports; there can be’ no satisfactory results 
secured unless the officers of the govern- 
ment intrusted with such investigations can 
supplement these materials by the applica- 
tion of common sense and practical business 
judgment. They must know the conditions 
of competition in each industry; they must 
be familiar with local conditions through 
study on the ground as far as possible, and 
they must analyze sympathetically and yet 
critically the claimis of each interested 
party. 

Business, Not Mathematics. 

“The tariff question is one of business and 
not of mathematics. 

“ Doubtlesa, however, after the experience 
gained in detailed investigations in the case 
of leading articles, adequate information 
can be secured regarding a great mass of 
minor commodities by a simpler and shorter 
process. The first: investigations will serve 
as a standard of what ideally should 
known, so thet in the case of other artic} 
the board will not be deluded by superficia} 
information,” 

Mr. Emery said it was important to know 
whether the board can secure information, 
assuming complete codperation on the part of 
manufacturers and assuming also that the 
board has sufficient power to secure it. 

“The crux of the question comes in the 
matter of tting costs of production,” h 
continued. n_the matter of getting prices 
and competitive conditions we are sure that 
adequate information is availiable. It ts un- 
fortunate that so much emphasis has been 
laid on the question of getting relative costes, 
since many people have assumed this to be 
both an easy task and a complete solution 
of the question. “One, of the most difficult 
problems which a manufacturer hes to solve 
in his own business is to determine the cost 
of any individual article which he produces. 

** We ure glad to be able to report that this 
work has proved successful thus far in 
actual practice, tested. by the methods of 
cost -keeping in progressive plants,” 


Foreign Houses Secretive. , 

Chairman Emery said that the difficulties 
of getting figures showing the cost of pro- 
duction from manufacturers at home was as 
nothing to getting them for foreign manufac- 
turers. 

“I hope that nobody has assumed,” he said, 
“that members of the tariff board were ever 
foolish enough to think that all foreign 
manufacturers were going to be eager to open 
their books to our inspection.” 

He declared that the board knew some for- 


“eign manufacturers who:-will give the infor- 


mation sought in detail, and that in any case 
a great deal might be learned through study 
of wages and labor efficiency. 

“In reply to the question, ‘Can we get 
it? we say that we can get everything ex- 
pected’ by the most Aeneas " emnece 
Mr: Bmery. 

‘“The second part of this question is 
whether the board is clothed with sufficient 
powers to get this information where it is 
actually available: At the present time, as 
you well understand, the board hag no in- 
quisitorial powers whatsoever. 

“Tt has been suggested that it should be 
given power to call for the books of busi- 
ness concerns and to summon witnesses and 
examine them under oath. These are impor- 
tant powers, which should not be lightly in- 
voked, nor the question of granting them be 
lightly dismissed. It is possible that experi- 
ence will prove that. such powers gre neces- 
sary to an adequate inquiry. 

“ For investigations of this kind it does not 
yet appear that legdl authority to conduct 
examinations under oath or the call for books 
is necessary. . : 

Board Offers Fair Treatment. 
“It is not likely that the board would be 


fmposed upon by misleading information, as. 


| thts would be chellenged by the bonfiicting 
testimony of some other party or interest. 
“ The board wishes to be’as frank and open 
as possible in all Ks relations with business 


| men and. hopes for the same treatment from 


them in return. On the part of fair minded 
ee eee 
or suspicion on either side. 

*“ The board belleves.it can protect ftacif 
against any false essions of friendship 
and check up intentionally misleading 
statements through the counter testimony of 
others. It shoulg also be remembered: that 
the board will always have the best expert 
aseistance which it can secure and that any 


persons eppcaring before the board will be 
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subject to crogs-examination by an examiner 
wholly acquainted with the details of his in- 
dustry. 

“ When the men who are not fair minded 
attempt to mislead by falee information, or 
to make assertions which they are not will- 
ing to substantiate from their own bools, 
they arouse at once a suspicion which is 
hurtful to their own interests. 


Inconsistencies in Tariff. 

“The most ardent defender of the present 
tariff must appreciate that there have crept 
into not a few inconeistencies never really 

‘inte by the committee which framed 
it. Aid this has been true of all our tariff 
acts. Theee have been simply the result 
of haste in the midst of a multitude of details. 
All business men know that there are claséi- 
fications out of date and not in accord with 
the existing state of the industry. 

“ No-one having respect for American con- 
stitutional requirements or historica} prece- 
dente would venture to suggest the delega- 
tion to any board or commission of any beg- 
islative power in the matter of revenue legis, 
lation.” 

Mr. Emery warned his audience and the 
public at large against the danger of being 
deluded by such catch phrases as “ the tariff 
question sbould have & ecientific solution,” 

or that it “ should be made a purely business 
pad! eave and taken out of politics.” 


Points Out Board's Weakness. 

Continuing on the subject of the commis- 
sion’s future work, the chairmen said: 

“The role of such a board will be to act rot 
as a legislator, nor as advocate, nor yet as 
judge. It wih be closer to the function ofa 

éorhtnisetoner or referee appointed by the 
court to make a report on the findings of fact. 
On-these findings judgment may be rendered 
or policies det@&emined by the properly con- 
stituted authorities. 

“It wilt be seen, then, that the present 
weakness of such a board lies not so much in 
the extent of its powers as in the uncertainty 
as to the perpetuation of such powers in the 
future. 

“ Ag long asthe board has the friendly and 
unprejudiced support of the administration, 
the indefiniteness of its powers is an element 
of strength, provided it is able to win and 
hold the confidence of the public in its integ- 
rity ahd efficiency. 

‘‘Obviously, however, all this would be 
changed should such a board ever be forced 
to perform its functions under a president not 
in sympathy with itg efforts. With each day 
of additional experience, the ponviction of the 
board becomes deeper that the chief value, 
for the future, of this new experiment, lies 
not in any report on any particular tarifect 
but in the permanent continuance of an un- 
biased study of industrial conditions from 
year to year. 

“Tf, however, any permanent results are 
to be secured, these investigations must serve 
simply as the foundation for a continuous 
study: of industria] changes year in and year 


out.”’ \ 
Others Speak at Dinner. 

Other speakers at the dinner were President 
Homer A. Stillwell, president of the Associa- 
tion of Commerce, John E. Wilder, and A. C. 
Bartlett. President Stiiwell ‘fntroduced the 
speakers, and in introducing Mr. Emery he 
ee.id: 

“The tariff board is a long step in the 
direction of a permanent tariff commission, 
ané that will prove the entering wedge to 
a final solution of the tariff question. The 
statesman or perty who at the risk of en- 
dangering political success shall solve this, 
America’s first problem, will have earned 
the gratitude of the natiom”’ 

Mr. Wikier spoke of the “unscientific ” 
methods employed by the ways and means 
committee in its investigations. 

“Bpeaking in favor of the permanence of the 
tariff board, A. C. Bartlett said: 

“ There has been, perhaps, nothing looking 
toward an essential change in the manage- 
ment of the nation’s business affairs oc- 

curred for a century pest which was 20 al- 
most universally sanctioned by the people at 
large as has been the appointment of a tariff 


commission.”

WENDLING {$ FOUND GUILTY 


Convicted of Killing Little Alma 
Kellner in Louisville. 


IS GIVEN A LIFE SENTENCE.

Louisville, KX, Dec. 8.—Joseph Wendling 
tonight was found guilty by a jury of the 
murder of 8 year old Alma Kellmer and his 
punishment fixed at life imprisonment. 

“I either killed the little girl or I didn’t,” 
said Wendling. “‘ They should either send me 
to the electric chair or set me free.” 

The evidence presented against Wendling 
was purely circumstantial. Since his arrest 
and throughout his trial he denied any knowl- 
edge of the fate of the Keliner chil. 

Witnesses testified, however, that Wend- 
ling, then janitor at St. John’s Catholic 
church, was seen in the edifice the morning 
Alma Keliner last went there to mass on Dec, 
8, 1000. The child never was.eeen again and 
months later charred parts of her body were 
found beneath the church music room. 

The girl was a niece of Frank Fehr, million- 
aire brewer, who spent much time and money 
in the search for the child and in the prosecu- 
tion of Wendling. 

It was first believed the child had been kid- 
naped and large rewards were offered for 
her return. The body was found on May 20. 
Wendling had disappeared on Jan. 14. 

A search was started for Wendling which 
led to New Orleans, through Texas,. and 
finally to California, where he eventually was 
captured on June 30, the arrest being made in 
San Francisco. 

Mrs. Cora Nunea, a milliner at Hume, Mo., 
to whom Wendling had proposed marriage, 
gave the clew to the police who found a post 
card from the man.

- Only ome article of the constitution 
can be “amended in a period of two 
years, but it is possible to include more 
than one point in one article. However, the 
slow patchwork process of amendment is not 
approved by many good goverhment advo- 
cates, who believe the present constitution 
hae become in many respects madequate 
since 1870.

Dr. Grinker Says It Follows wine. 
gious Enthusiasm. 


AVOID EMOTIONAL «PLAYS. 


Tells Medical Society Masses Are Borne 
Away by an Idea. 


Nervousness is the typical American dis- 


ease and it is more prevalent now than ever 
before, said Dr. Julius Grinker last night be- 


fore a meeting of the Chicago Medical so- | 


ciety. Then he proceeded to lump religious 
revivals, crime waves, motoring, the opera, 


and modern literature together as manifes- f 


tations of hysteria. 

He illustrated his argument by suggesting 
that the present crime wave is the backflow 
of the recent religious révivals. 

“ Nervoustiess ig the disease of modern life. 
America is its chosen field,’ said Dr. Grinker. 
“* Excesses in emotionalism find thousands of 
easy victims. Exciting plays or revival meet~ 
ings are dangerous to those predisposed to 
nervousness. Hysteria is the predominating 
element in religious awakenings. 


Blames Revival for Crime Wave. 

* Such revivals are not lasting. The elo- 
quence of the revivalist sways his nervous 
hearers, but it is followed by a reaction. 
Why is it that a wave of religious enthusiasm 
is so. closely followed by a wave of crime 
that is sweeping over the city now? It is 
because the masses are carried away by an 
idea. They are bornd on a surge of hysteria. 

** Religion should be calm and reflective. 
I condemn everything that khppeals to pas- 
sion. The’ nervous should avoid revivals, 
plays, and operas that carry them away. 
Hysteria is lying in wait for them when they 


give way to their emotioris. 


“Many @ good movement is killed in fts in- 
cipiency by the overexaltation of emotion- 
alists. I see much good in woman's suffrage, 
but the suffragets are harming their cause. 
They are emotionalists. They are nervous. 


In them we see excess on. the one. hand and 


lack of interest on the other.”’ 


Nervous People Always Ready, . 

Dr. Grinker linked Dowieism, the Emman- 
uel movement, and the New Thought to- 
gether ag “ religio-medicalisms” dependent 
on the emotionalism of their proselytes. 

“It would be impossible for these move- 
ments to exist were it not for the nervous 
and emotional people who are ready to 
throw themselves into anything. 

“I do not believe their healing is good. 


-It is net good religion and it is not good 


ecience. It is a mistake to suppose that 
their patients have been given up by doc- 
tors: Only @ few of them have ever seena 
doctor. They are people who Me awake 
nights waiting for ‘something to happen they 
can gét into. 

“They are neurotic. I have yet to see a 
well balanced person who will ally himeeif 
with any ‘ism’ like these. I have seen a

army ‘was an uninterrupted one. His pro- 
motion was gradual and in recognition of 
fine sonuiige as soldier and gentleman. 

Wesley Merritt was born in New York City 
June 16, 1886. He accompanied his parents 
to Illinols when a boy, and employed his 
spare hours from school on his father’s farm. 
His father, who had practiced law in New 
York City, toon relinquished, agricultural 
work and- engaged in the newspaper buai- 
ness and also incidentally inlaw. — 

Early Leaning Toward Law. 

Wesley showed no predilection for >the 
army in early life; and leaned rather toward 
law and politics. Gov. Bissell, who was an 
intimate at the family board, had discovered 
the making of a true soldier in the lad, and 
obtained for him an appointment to West 
Point, where the youth was entered in July, 
1855. 

Five years later he was gradueted and wae 
commissioned to the Second dragoons, join- 
ing the regiment at Camp Floyd, Utah. Coli. 
Cooke appointed him adjutant of the regi- 
ment and assistant adjutant general of the 
department of Utah. His career now became 
eventful. During the severe winter of 1861-2 
he served.in the defense of the national capi- 
tal. 

In January, 1862, he was promoted to Brig. 
Gen. Cooke's staff as an aid.de camp. In 
April, 1863, he was transferred to Gen. Stone- 
man’s staff, and in this capacity participat- 
ed in the.raid toward Richmpnd. Young 
Merritt then returned to his regiment dad 
led it in «the cavalry engagement at Beverly 
Ford. Hif# bravery was so conspicuous that 
Gen. Buford commended him publicly 


Active in Campaigns. 

After several other engagements he was 
appointed brigadier general of volunteers 
and commanded the reserve cavalry brigade 
of the army of the Potomac. Subsequently 
he succeeded Gen. Buford and took part in 
the central Virginia and Richmond cam- 
paigns. Later he was brevetted colonel and 
accompanied Gen. Sherman to Charlottes- 
ville. 

Gen. Merritt's volunteer service ended in 
February, 1866, and he returned: te his post 
in the regular army. In. 1875 he became iti- 


spector: of cavairy at Chicago: and’ in: 187@ {| 
was made colonelof the Fifth cavalry. Then- 


began. his. career.as an Indian fighter. He 
was. in all the principal campaigns and par- 
ticipated in many darfgerous encounters. 


In 1882 Gen, Merritt was assigned to super- | 


intend the West Point academy. ‘After five 
years of excellent work he Was appointed by 


President Cleveland to the rank of brigadier 


general. 

In 1895 he became a major general. 

In 1898 he was appointed military governor 
of the Philippines. 


GEN. MERRITT ONCE CHICAGOAN. | 


For several years preceding the Spanish- 
American war Gen. Merritt was in command 
of the department of the lakes, with head- 
quarters in Chicago. Shortly after the bat- 
tle of Manila he was sent to the Phitippine 
islands as governor general and commandant 
of the land forces; a position he retained 
until December, 1998, when summoned to 
the aid of the American peace commission- 
ers in Paris. 

Upon his return to the Unfted States the 
general revisited Chicago, where he married 
Miss Leura Williams, daughter of the late 
Norman Williams. A few months later he 
was assigned to take charge.of the depart- 
ment of the east, and continued in command 
at the headquarters on Governor's istand 
until his retirement on June 16, 1900,

They show that on the whole, those who 
smoke are not injured seriously, ifatall. Dr.

Dr. Meylan points out at the beginning of 
his article that his chief alm was to determine 
if- smoking exerted any influence upon the 
physical and mental] characteristics of col- 
lege students. He does not try to present the 
moral or economic sides of the question. He 
examined 228 students, 115 of whom smoked. 
The age at which they acquired the habit 
varied from one at 7 years to eighteen gt 16 


The average physica! measurements of 145 
students form the basis for a table of their 
development over a period of two years. 
Sixty-six students who smoked gained about 
eight pounds in weight, against a gain of six

8.cHow Capt. Willard of 
the four masted American schooner Jobn 
Twohy and his crew of nine fought for hours, 
waist deep in muriatic acid and water, with 
ten huge. piles weighing 4000 pounds, let 
loose between decks by a West Indian hurri- 
cane, is told in a letter written by Frederick 
Dean, a New York dramatic and musical | 
critic. 

The Twohy left New York City on Oct. ll 
and cable dispatches have already brought 
word that it made San Juan, Porto Rico, in 
forty days, after it had been given up for lost. 
Mr. Dean was the captain’s guest and his jet- 
ter, written to his family, now gives for the 
first time an eye witness’ account of the ter- | 
rors Capt. Willard outfoughit and outsailed. 

Acid Breaks in Unloading. 

“On Thuraday, Oct. 27, after we had been 
two days in e@ burricane,. thé captain de- | 
cided the cargo would have to go,’’ Mr. Dean 
writes. “ The forward deck was filled? with | 
250 carboys of muriatic acid, weighing 250 
pounds apiece, and forty piles for @ wharf at 
San Juan. It took four men to lift each 
carboy. The casings around them were of 
the flimeiest and the glass Hottles none too 
thick. Consequently they broke against the 
side and the acid burned the men’s hands 
and would have burned the decks if the water 
bad not been knee deep.”’ 

The letter here continues 2 description 
of how the mén and, the weakened 
‘from their labers, went down into the holdto 
help them fight with the piles. Each pile 
weighed 400 pounds. Ten broke loose, and 
the captain, who was standing on top of one 
of them, the letter continues, “ fell off and 
underneath, and before he coul# bé got out, 
those ten monsters had rolled over him.

SCARCITY IN THE MARKET 


Dealer Admits Selling Under 


These Conditions Because Pa- 
trons’ Are Prejudiced. 


How consumers are paying a premium of 
10 cents a dozen for eggs because they en- 
tertain a prejudice against the cold stafage 
product, was explained by a wholesale dealer 
yesterday. 

The explanation came after a further ad- 
vance of 1 cent a dozen was announced in the 
price of fresh laid eggs. This latest rise 
brought the cost of the latter to 33 cents a 
dozen wholesale. or 3 cents higher than a 
week ago. f 

Deglers attributed the increase to an actual! 
scarcity, and.one merchant said that he had 
not seen a single case of fresh eggs in a 
month, although he has been selling hun- 
dreds of cases a day during that period. 
How this could be done was told by another 
dealer, ; 

Only 10 Per Cent Fresh Eggs. 

* Between 75 to 80 per cent of all the eggs 
sold in Chicago are cold storage eggs, and 
leading hotels and restaurants get more 
than 90 per cent of the strictly fresh eggs,’ 
he said. ‘‘It is true that every upturn ip 
wholesale quotations of fresh eggs is fol- 
lowed by a proportionate advance in retail 
prices, but I know that not 10 pef cent of 
the eggs sold in the retail stores are fresh 
laid eggs. 

“You can’t blame the retailer, for if, he 
were to state that his eggs were cold storage 
eggs his customers would not buy them. [I

Counting of the Votes. 

The room in which the votes are counted 
is usually the town, or county hal 
At the upper end, and if possible on a raised 
dais, are placed three tables, for the return- 
ing officer, the under sheriff, or town clerk, 
and the chief counting assistant. The can- 
Rid are admitted and all their duly op- 
pointed agents, as well as the returning offi- 
cer’s assistants and clerks. Hither are. 
brought the voting papers from ali the sta- 
tions. The numbers are verified, and the 
contents of the various boxes are mixed to- 
gether before the count is proceeded with. 
As soon as the latter is completed, a declara- 
tion of the poll ise made by the returning 
officer—usuelly from a bélcony or window 
of the halt in which the count has taken 
piace. 

The returning officer again, within the 
space of a stipulated number of hours, sends 
to the clerk of the crown his certificate of 
the return, along with the poll books, and 
thereupon the victorious candidate has 
nothing more to do but te await the meet- 
ing of the new parliament and the ceremony 
of swearing him in in order to become a 
full fiedged legisiator. 


Writs Sent to Peers. 

But the returning officers of parliamentary 
constituencies of the house of commons are 
not the only persons who receive writs from 
the clerk of the crown. The latter, at the 
same time he dispatches the writs for the 
commons, likewise issues summonses requir- 
ing attendance at the new parliament, on the 
date appointed by the royal proclamation, 
to all temporal! peers of England and Wales 
who do not’ happen to be minors or undis- 
charged bankrupts; to what sre known as 
the representative peers of Ireland, twenty- 
eight in number; to the spiritual lords of 
parliament—that is to say, to the arch- 
bishops of Canterbury and of York and to 
twenty-six of the, bishops of English, and 
Welsh dioceses oecupying seats as such in 
the upper house; and to the judges of the 
high court, not being peers. 

The judges attend the house of lords 
merely in an advigory capacity. do not rank 
as peers; have no votes as such, and take 
their places on a wooleack, more remote 


from the throne than that occupied by the 


joréd high chancellor. For, contrary to gen- 
eral belief, there are several so-called wool- 
sacks in the house of lords. ¢ 

The archbishops and bishops differ from 
the judges in that they possess a vote in 


‘the house of lords, although they do not rank 


as peers. They are amenable to the judie- 
diction of the ordinary courts and cannot 
demand trial by the house of lords. They 
cannot vote or even take their seats in the 
house unless robed in their ecclesiastical

Dorsey Finds Mountaineers At- 
tractive and as a Class Slow . 
to Emigrate. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL.D. 

ZAKOPANE, Galicia, Austria, Oct. 27.— 
Another Polish capital. Spectalty—nobility, 
profeasional men, and other people of leisure, 
who, broken down by the hard work of win- 
ter, seek a quiet retreat in summer. And this 
is an ideal phace—about as beautiful a moun- 
tain resort as I know of. It is literally among 
the pines. Hillis everywhere. And half the 
amphitheater is the crest of the Carpathi- 
ans, standing out sharply against an azure 
autumn sky. 

It hae taken ali day to get here, because 
trains are slow, stops many and long, close 
connections unknown. Besides, we were 
climbing.. No matter how many trains a 
@ay there may be on a certain division, if it 
is not what ie called an “express” line, 
there is no express, and every train makes 
every stop. Average length of stop, seven 
minutes. 

I met two interesting men op the train, 
both Poles, one with American experience. 
The first knew noth‘ng of America, but all 
about emigration. 

“What is the difference between your 
peasants and ours?” he asked. To try to 
tell bim that we have no “ peasants ’’ in the 
United’ States, as the word is used here, 
would mean nothing. But I did say that the 
largest and best building of e country town 
such as we were then loking at would be a 
schoolhouse and that the villagere would 
mot have to depend op Washington, or even 
on the state capital, to get their roads fixed. 
The roads might not be so good, but the 
people of the township would take care of 
them. Any one of them might be supervisor. 
And he would know enough to vote and 
what it means to “ turn the rescale out.” 


Mountaineer Is a “Live One.” 

We change cars and move on. A change is 
noticeable as soon as we enter the moun- 
tains. After all, there is someth to be 
seid in favor of the mountaineer. He. pre- 
fers hewing out his own farm, even though 
slowly, to working for somebody in a richer 
land below. But the mountaineer is a true 
keeper of the ancient culture. The man of 
the plains ‘of Galicia has been too long de- 
pendent on peddler and the market. He has 
lost connection with the’ past; he has given 
up al] that was good in the way of handi- 
craft and of the old We, and in its place he 
has only a few pots pans. 

The houses look neat and trim. Ifof hewn 
logs—and nearly all are—they have been 
made with much greater care. The moun- 
taineer’s house is truer. He is still a better 
woodman—in every way a better crafteman. 
Stil) forced to depend upon himself, he is 
self-reliant. Many of his patterns are ol, 
and even the material. The peasant of the 
lowland wears a shirt cut after the old style, 
but he buys the material. As Tt is not hand 
woven, it is likely to have no embroidery. 
The mountaineer’s house has fruit trees 
about it. And more outbuildings. The man 
of the lowland finds a ready market for what 
little produce he haa. And the only. acces- 
sory to his house ise Httle barn.

Ways among the last to emigrate. Here he 
is richer in materia) things. But slowly his 
hand will forget its cunning. Calico will re- 
place Mnen.

Houses are museums. You may see the old 


ages ago, both in the houses and in the 
mugéum, which is the pride of Zakopane. 
And justiy, for it is a real museum. It is 
housed in a building which was not intended 
for a chapel, boarding house, or factory; 
nor does it look like a Greek temple. It is 
of heavy timbers and rich in the open work 
and scroll ornament so lavishly employed 
on the better class of peasant houses about 
here. Within you may learn of Zakopane’s 
fauna, flora, physiography, and of wea life of 
its people.

ere preserved in the museum, byt neither 
more massive nor more beautiful thah some 
neat towm The door is’rounded at the top. 
This makes necessary a difficult and compli- 
eated arrangement of the house timbers on 
the front side. A rounded arch is formed by 
the most skillful mortising of beams I have 
ever seen in a primitive home, 

Homes about here are interesting. In one, 
much to my surprise, I found a man who had 
mined coal fn Pennsylvania. He is the sec- 
ond miner I have seen today. The first got 
off the train at the station juat beyond Zako- 
pane. He was encased in stiff store clothes 
and patent leather shoes—really quite a 
dandy. What a figure he will cut for a few 
days among his barefooted, homespun clad 
friends! A fine looking fellow; mining evi- 
dently agreed with him. He fairly reeked 
with prosperity and was justifiably proud of 
his imitation leather suitcase. 


Miner Realises Contrasts. 

I found the other miner in scant, simple 
attire, beating ont wheat with a flail. His 
wife was turning a stone salt mill. With a 
similar stone handmil) they grind wheat. 
My friend could talk only afew words of 
English, but I could understand him to the 
extent that he realizes the joke of it all— 
from mining in Pennsytvania to Mailing 
wheat in Zekopane! His house was big and 
fine, and fairly clean. 

I recall a long walk into the forest with 
Mr. Dmowski, during which he told me of 


his travels among his countrymen in South | 


America. Poles of Germany he found to be 
industrious, seeking, whenever possible, to 
become traders. They live well, own com- 
fortable houses and eat meat at, least once 
a day. Russian Poles are industrious and 
save every penny possibie, to put into land. 
They ane really greedy for land alone, and 
have little thought of anything else. Many 
own more land than they can farm.” Owing 
to the lack of laborers they. are land poor. 
Austrian Poles are more like Russian Poles, 
but they are not so greedy for land. But 
they drink and danee more than either of 
the other two groupe.

and Agnes Riddle, ‘hee being @ Repub- 
lican. 

A Democratic ielnds was elected as 
member of the board of county seat 
sioners of Denver. She is Dr. Elizabeth Cas- 
sidy. All parties, as usual, named women 
for county superintendent of schools, and 
the Democrat, Mrs. Mary C. C. Bradford, 
was elected.

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Anent the Banishment of ‘Salome’ 


by ‘Highminded’ Folk of Chicago. |

T was the high minded who caused the 

banishment of “Salome.” It was the 

broad minded who objected thereto. The 

high minded thought the broad minced 

low, while the broad minded thought the 
high minded narrow. For the time being we 
were either high and narrow or broad and 
low, and between the two factions was a 
chasm deep and wide. The broad and low 
were in a conspicuous minority. 

Conceding to these broad and low that the 
performance was an extraordinary work of 
art, it must be added, however, that there 
was a decided “ lack of home influence about 
$t and that it wae no plate for the young per- 
won. There was a pretty general knowledge 
as to the character of the piece before its 
first production, which makes it difficult to 
understand why the young person was nu- 
merously represented there, there being & 
liberal sprinkling of both youths and maid- 
ens from our prominent families. 

Not so many were present the second time, 
but enough were in evidence to show that 
thelr elders believed rather in toughening 
the spiritual fiber by increasing knowledge 
than in protecting this delicate mechanism. 
Grand opera and art in genera! cannot be 
regulated to a standard suitable to youth, 
but youth can be kept from a too early con-

as the center of attraction.

Bverybody went. The great Sarah stood on 
a tiger skin in the middle of the gallery, 
Mthe, extraordinarily emaciated, wonder- 
fully gowned. The crowd moved cautiousiy, 

in solid phalanx, around the edge of the room, 
gaping—yes, our best people just gaped— 
at her, leaving a broad empty space between 
them and the famous French actress. 

Only one person hed the courage to go up 
end converse with her. ‘This valiant indi- 
vidual was the musical artist, Mise. Amy 
Fay, who braved criticiem and made history. 
No one.was ever quite so narrow minded, 
quite so puritanically bigoted, after that.

Says Ticket Can Be Voted. 

To this interpretation Judge Henderson 
takes exception, stating at the sathe time 
that ‘In his opinion a false alarm has been 
raised and that the regular ticket headed by 
William Heyburn of Louisville can be legatly 
voted on at the annual meeting. The judge 
makes the following argument: 


The word “ shall’? where used in the constite- 
tien of the association In respect to the time of 
reporting’ nominations, is, I submit, simply direc- 
tory, and not mandatory, so that the failure to 
réport. the nominations in strict compliance, in 
point of time, with the provision mentioned, does 
not, contrary to the assumption of Mr. Thompson, 
make vold the work of the nominating committee. 

In a case. in Ohio where the requirement of an 
election statute was that in certain cities the nom- 
ination of city officers “shall be filed with the 
city board of elections not fewer than fifteen days 
previous to the dey of election.”’ it was held by the 
court, rightly I think. that such provisicn wag not 
mandatory. but merely directory. In that case, it 
appearing that the certificate had been filed in am- 
ple time to advertise and print the ballots, and that 
no objection was made otherwise, except only as 
to the precise time when the certificate was fied 
and that the noncompHance with such requirement 
could hot affect the result of the election, its fair- 
ness or honesty, it was further helé by the court 
that such certificate so filed, it being fied on the 
thirteenth day before the election, wes filed time, 
notwithstanding the requiement of ae statuie

Owen Moran, the little British fighting cock, 
accomplished the hitherto impossible last 
Saturday when he knocked out ex-Champion 
Battling Nelson in eleven rounds. For the 
first time in his eventful career the Dane 
was sent to the floor for the count. Not once 
but four times did the plucky Nelson hit the 
matting, and the last time for the full eount 
of ten; and the game little lightweight was 
carried to his corner. 

At no time during the contest did the Bat- 
tler show signs of his old’ time form. But he 
@id prove that he is one of the gamest boys 
who ever put up his hands. After the first 
few rounds strength deserted him and it was 
the old never say die spirit alone that kept 
him on his feet during the rest of the bout. 
The epirit was Wine bat the Soph wee 
weak. 

Nelson had previously announced that he 
would retire from the ring in the event of 
losing. to Moran, and I sincerely hope that 
the Dane does not change his mind. He is 
fairly well fixed with this world’s goods and 
can quit with a reputation earned by years of 
bonest endeavor in the squared circle. The 
Battler was always on the level and was 
always trying and will retire with the know!l- 
edge that the sporting public thinks every 
bit as much of him ib defeat as in the days 
of his. greatest triumphs. 


Moran Deserves Credit. 

I imagine that Moran will not be given the 
credit he is entitled to for licking Nelson, and 
it will be said that he beat only a wreck of 
the terrible Dane. The fact remains, though, 
that he has accomplished more than any 
other man in the business—he won over the 
Battier via the knockout route. When Wol- 
gast won the championship Nelson was on 
his feet and fighting, and while he was a 
licked man, they had to drag bim out of the 
ring by force. 

For that matter Moran never has been 
handed any praise that he did not earn by 
hard and clever work, and if one will glance 
over his record it will be discovered that the 
Englishman hes bested some pretty good 
boys. The greatest stumbling block in his 
path has been Abe Attel but the little He- 
brew has upset the dope many a time and 
beaten men who outweighed him many 
pounds. Moran himself is a ight boy and is 
at his best In the neighborhood of 128 pounds, 
so Abe was not giving away much. And the 
probability is that Attel can hold his own 
or better with any of the legitimate light- 
weights. Some attention will now have to 
be paid to Moran's claime and he will lHkely 
be given first chance at Wolgast when the 
champion resumes fighting. 


Classy Boys in Action.

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TELLS OF JEM MACE’S CAREER 


John Miller, Friend of Late 
Fighter, Gives the Account. 


FIRST BIG MILL WITH SLACK. 


Looks Like Pigmy in Ring With the 
English Pugilist, But Wins. 


John Miller, an Englishman, who now owns 
a buffet on the south side and who at one 
time was a close friend of Jem Mace, who 
died last week in London, told a reporter for 
THS TRIBUNE a number of interesting inci- 
Gents in the career of the once great gila- 
diator. Miller seconded Mace in « number of 
the latter’s most important fights, and his 
constant association. with the old timer, who 
earned a fortune and died in poverty, quali- 
fies him to speak with authority about the 
fighter, who,. Miller bdeliéves, was the clever- 
est ever developed on the other side. ‘The 


.fohowing is Millér’s story about Mace and 


some of his battles: 

“In my. mind, Jem Mace wae one of the 
cleverest fighters I ever saw. and I have 
seen a lotofthem. Jem wae born in. Decem- 
ber of 1881 In Norwich, and jn his early days. 
a number of persons thought he was a sypsy. 
Mace never tried to convince the people that 
he Was not, but I know he was not. When 
he was a boy he was looked upon asa terror 
amongs the kids, because of his ability to 
whip most of them and, throw them. in 
wrestling bouts, 


Mace Had Natural Ability. 

He had a lot of natural ability as a fighter 
and I have known him to whip boys much 
larger in size and weight, and, no matter 
in what kind of fight he engaged, he always 
fought like e demon and never knew when 
to quit. Although Mace did a lot of fighting 
when he still was in his teens andearly twen- 


_ties, he first attracted attention in England 


when he fought a fellow by the name of 
Slack in Norwich. Slack at that time was 
looked upon as one of the best fighters in 
England ané a number of us thought it wes 
foolishness for Mace to step into the ring 
with him. . Mace trained hard for the fight, 
while Slack did not do much in the way of try. 
ing to get into condition because he thought 
he had a cinch in Mace. 

It was when Mace was training for this 
fight that I first met him and I at once be- 
came attached to him because of his earnest- 
ness and sincerity. in learning all he could 
about the game. As soon as we became bet- 
ter acquainted I went with Mace on his rung 
and watched him box and do other stunts 
to get into shape. 


Has Lots of Confidence, 

He had won a number of fights before he 
met Slack, and these victories had given him 
a world of-confidence. Wien he stepped into 
the ring with Slack. Mace waz as fit physical- 
ly as any man possibly could be. At that 
time he weighed about 156 pounds and was 
5 feet 9% inches tal. He was well built and 
beautifully muscled.’ 

I did not know much about fighting at that 
time, but Mace insisted on my being in his. 
corner. I never will forget that fight as long 
as I live: Mace looked: like @ pigmy beside 
Slack ‘as they stood ‘in the ring to Nsten to 
the referse’s instructions. . Remember. din 
those days they fought with bare knuckles 
and the fighters did everything Possible to 
make their hands hard. I remember Mace 
racer 7 his hands.in pickle water and 
he to hit boerds and other ee 
to harden them.

Mace met them all and finally earned the 
right to challenge Sam Hurst, who then 
was the champion of England. .They fought 
on Jume 18, 1861, and Jem won in -eight 
rounde.. Atithet time Hurst wes known ae 


: he “Staley Bridge Infant.’’. and he was just” 


as good & wrestier ae he was a fighter. Hurst 
won the title from Tom Paddock, 

But Jem was not destined to hold the crown 
long, for on Nov. 26, 1862, he lost the title 
to Tom King in twenty-one rounds in the 
fiercest fight I ever saw. Ip Jenuary of the 
game year Jem had beaten King im forty- 
three rounds in another great fight, but it 
was not near so hard fought as the battle in 
which he lost the tétle. Aiter King won the 
championship crown he retired and Jem then 
claimed thé championship again. I believe 
Jem’s hardest fights were with Tom King 
although Coburn saye him some tough ba: 
tles. 

In 1864 Mace sparred-.with Tom Sayers 
in Manchester and in the next year, after 
a finish match had been arranged, Sayers 
died.. In 1870 Jem Mz se beat Tom Allen for 
the American title in this country. 


Jem Uses His Brains. 

Joe Coburn, who was*an American of frish 
descent, was a fighter who always wanted 
to meet Mace, and finally a fight was ar- 
ranged in -Ireland in 1868. Jem, being an 
Englishman, was fully aware of the hostile 
Irishmen, and the day before the fight con- 
cocted a scheme to get Out of the fight. A 
fixed foot race was arranged and consider- 
able money was bet on the result. Now. re 
member, Jem. could run some, and he was 
pitted against & fellow whom everybody 
knew he could beat. The race was fixed for 
the other. fellow to win, and Jem never even 
put sdme of us wise to the deal, and natur- 
ally some of us Jost little money. 

The populace of Ireland did not think any 
too, well of Jem, anyway, and, as soon as the 
auttiorities heard of the fixed race, Mace wag 
arrested and compelled to stay in jail for 
three days. As a@ result, there was no fight. 
Although both fighters tried to get together 
after this they were not successful unt! 1871. 

when they fought for one hour and seventeen 
minutes in Canada to a draw, the fight being 
stopped by the sheriff, but the principals 
managed to escape. | 

Again Fight a Draw. 

Neither fighter was able to do any damage 
in this ight and it was a tame affair. In the 
following year they met In New Orleans and 
again the fight was stopped and it was called 
a draw, As soon as the go was stopped Jeni 
patted Coburn oh the back and said he was 
the best man he ever met. 


Jem had a varied career. He earned a ‘ot 


‘of money but he was a liberal spender. His 


biggest fight from a financial standpoint was 
with Joe Goss in 1868 for $5.000 a side.. Mace 
won this fight tn eight rounds. I have seen 
him ina number of important fights and I 
seconded. him when he beet Bill Thorpe, Posh 
Price, Bob Travers, Bob Brettle, and Tom 
King. I was in his cornerywhen-he fought 
drawe with Joe Goss and Ned O' Baldwin and 
when Tom King beat him. 

Mace never drank to excess and he always 
todk good care°of himself. I know he was 
one of the cleverest fighters England: ever 
and I consider him one of the firm 


masters, of pogiiam.

Burden Bearer: 


Trials Make for Character.

The school boy to score the winning run, the fisherman to pull'the trout out of the next hole, 
the writer to finish his book, the inventor to perfect his incandescent light —such aspirations 
as these drive men on, quite regardless of factory whistles.

One great company, employing hundreds of salesmen scattered about the country, 
gives a monthly stunt to each man and awards prizes'to those who most greatly exceed it.

Another great factory regularly grades each of its departments as to punctuality and 
quality and quantity of work turned out ‘and pays a monthly bonus to the department that 
gets the highest rating. In addition, a prize banner is displayed in the prize winning depart- 
ment during the succeeding month. 

Few men can be vitally interested in‘ their work for the sake of the work alone. But once 
they see that it offers them an opportunity—that it opens up a fair chance of a personal reward 
—time clocks and whistles become largely’ unnecessary. 

| During the “panic” the officers of a great railroad system, centering in Chicago, called 
their men together at each of the division headquarters. Before each gathering of employes 
the facts were laid.

This faijure to agree cre- 
ated a situation that even the fraternal men 
could see was desperate. with the entire 
fraternal eystem marching isa to cer- 
tain disaster. 

One of tne things that meade it dificult for 
the officers. of the various fraternals to get 
together was the bitter, and at times the un- 
reasoning opposition by ‘individve) members 
to any increase in thelr.assessments. This 
opposition was especially bitter among the 
older members, the men who had gone into 
the societies when they were young, had pald 
the low “ current cost” for years, and who 
did not see:why they should be called upon 
to pay a larger rate at the time when thelr 
earning powers were decreasing. 

* 


Some Take Independent Action. 


Even some officers who had made a study 
of- the situation and who were firmly con- 
vinced that unless some such method were 
adopted the entire fraterna! structure would 
go tumbling. were averse to stating this fact 
to the older members. Perhaps they did 
not want to admit that the bueiness had been 
started on a wrong basis. 


Within the last few years, however, onic’ ) 


of the societies, deciding that further delay 
was more dengerous than immediate revision 
of methods and raising of rates, hate taken 
independent action. Their members have ob- 
jected. One complaint reads: : 

“I peald insurance in , @ fraternal 
organization, for thirty years, beginning in 
1880. Now, in my declining years, commenc- 
ing Jan. 1, 1911, they increase the assessment 
from $4.20 per month to $13.95 per month, on 

This man does not stop to realize that while 
the $18.95 per month may seem excessive 
now, he has had thirty years of protection 
at less than the actual cost, and that ff he 
should pay the higher assessment for ten 
years or more longer, he will at the end of 
that time not have pald more than he ghould. 
Nor does he stop to sider that unless he 
and all the others pay @ higher rate, his cer- 
tificate is not worth its fate value. and may 
be worth nothing when the time comes for 
the beneficiaries to collect upon it. 

But the eocieties that took this step in- 
dependently were greatly hampered by the 
continued existence of others which con- 
tinued to accept new members at low rates; 
this interfered seriously with the efforts of 
the societies that had adopted an adequate 
rate system to secure new members. And 
new members are the prime essential} to the 
continued life of a fraterna] insurance so0-. 
ciety.

Need for Uniform Law. 

Hence the vital necessity for a uniform 
law throughout the United States, regulating 
fraternals, prohibiting charges too low to 
be safe; preventing the organization of new 
concérns upon any except a safe basis. 

Because of the Vong strife the letter sent 
surance commissioner was vitally important 
out by the committee of gix to each state in- 
to the fraternal insurance societlés. It 
marked the beginning of the end of the old 
days of uncertainties, and the new era of 
better methods. The letter said:

Time Given tek Deealciie. 

It is not proposed: to legislate any fraternal 
society that la honestly trying to do good out 
of existence. Time is. given in the bill to 
every society to meke preparation for ite 
operation. The first valuation is to be taken 
Jan. 1, 1912, amd ig to be for the information 
ahd instruction of te. management of the 
societies. Starting with the following year, 
1913, and for four consecutive years there- 
after this valuation must be made and pub-. 
lished to every mémibér of the society. On 


ia® the first day of WIT the vahiation is to be 


sent to the state insurance department, and 
fixed the status of the society. The societies} 
are thus given five years’ time in which to 
remedy existing defects in their methods. 

From 1917 when a society shows a deficien- 
cy it must reduce that deficiency by at least 
5 per cent In each three year period. Faijhire 
to make this pereentage of improvement will 
bring a notice from the superintendent of 
insurance to comply with the law. If the 
next triennial valuation still shows a failure 
to make the required improvement the in-

A jewel bag is made from a straight strip 
of linen, folded ‘over to form a pocket and 
allowing oné end to fold:over to make the 
flap. The poeket part has the edges sewed 
together like the bag just described, by 
embroidering a scalloped edge through the 
two thicknesses. Then the pointed flap is 
finished with the embroidered scallops and 
a delicate design in flowers is embroidered 
above. The pocket fastens with a ema!) 
pearl button and buttonholed loop. Inside 
of the linen pocket is a little chamois case. 
not fastened to the linen. 

Party bags are seen this year made of the 
most exquisite materials. They are simple 
enough in construction, being usually an 
oblong shape with rounding ar square cor- 
ners at the bottom, and across the top finished 
with shirred hems through the bottom of 
which ribbons or cords arerun. But it is in 
the materials used’ and the decoration em- 
ployed that the variety is seen. 

Some of the newest are made of cloth of 
gold or silver, heving designe embroidered 
on the sides in the most delicately colored 
beads, and often across the bottom edge is 
sewed a bead fringe.

ID you happen to know that John Moisant, 
who made the Paris-to-London flight with 
@ passenger and a cat and circled the 
statue of Liberty in New York hafbor, was 
once a Chicago baker’s boy? And, more 
than this, the slender :ittle man who start- 
ed life at the dough trough is the same 
John Moisant who for twelve years Kept 
all the banana republics of Central America at high 
tention with his twentieth century filibusterihg. 
Moisant is one of those Americans who is certain to 
be found wherever there is a thrill ora touch of stirring 
novelty to break the monotony of daily life. His early 
history is the story of any. spirited schoolboy. His 
Sentral American career sounds like a snatch from an 
O. Henry filibustering tale, and his record as an air- 
man, now familiar to the ‘whole world, is simply the 
latest item in the history of the man who wins out in 
everything he takes in hand. ‘Moisant, the shy chap 
with the mild, brown eyes! is the prince of American 
adventurers at this hqur—and that is no mean record. 
When the Moisants were bakers in Chicago some 
years ago the present family hero certainly had no de- 
-signg on Central America, and still less on the aviation 
records. He went to San Francisco because his family 


moved there, and after several years of prosaic ex- 


istence—restless years on John’s part—the élder broth- 
‘era, imbued with the tribal love pf adventure, -moved 
to Central America and took up coffee planting in Sa!l- 
vador. Shortly after John followed with several of 
his sisters; and then the troubles began. It is strely 
not difficult to find trouble in Spanish America, and 
just as surely the Moisants never avoided that promised 
diversion. 


P “ 
John Goes to Aid of Brothers. 

President Eigueroa suspected the activities of the 
strenuous Americans and was watching for an opening 
to worry them. Finally his scouts discovered seven- 
teen rifles in the house of the Santa Emelia ranch, and 
on a charge of inciting a revolution George and Alfred 
Moisahit were hustled away to a Salvadorean jail. John 
promptly appealed to the state department at Wash- 
ington, and, failing to get satisfaction, he determined 
to start a revolution; overthrow the troublesome presi- 
‘dent, and fix things politically. to suit the Moisants. 
He recruited an army of wild halfbreeds in the jungles, 
three hundred of them in all, and started on his march 
to overthrow a nation as an incidental aim and pri- 
marily to free his brothers. 

José Santos Zelaya, then president of Nicaragua, 
cheerfully disliked by Secretary Knox and other of- 
ficilals of the American state department, took a 
friendly interest in-the young American’s plan, so he 
furnished him the Nicaraguan gunboat Monotombo and 
100 picked men from the.Nicaraguan army. Two hun- 
dred native Indians partially clad or not clad at all 
were induced to volunteer. 

At the head of these men Moisant embarked in the 
gunboat Monotombo from the northernmost port of 
Nicaragua and sailed for Salvadorean waters. What 
he accomplished in five hours toward overturning 
the government of a well establighed state will prob- 
ably stand forever as a record, even in Central 
America, where lightning changes in administrative 
affairs are taken as a matter of course. 

Moisant boldly steamed into the rues of ‘Acajutla, a

well garrisoned, fortified Salvadorean port, at noon 
June 12, 1907. Before the commander of the fortress 
knew what the visiting craft was about Moisant had 
trained his guns on the tower of the fortress and in 
less than five minutes had disabled the defenses so 
that not a shot could be fired. Then landing his men, 
he captured the garrison, imprisoned the commander, 
and forced 100 Salvadorean soldiers to join his ranks 
on the penalty of death. 

Twelve Salvadorean soldiers had been killed in the 
fighting and one officer‘of the loyal army had com- 
mitted suicide rather than face the criticism that he 


‘knew would be his when he saw the city in possession 


of the invaders. 

Moisant lost not a, man. 

Moisant’s raid had just begun. Marshaling his 
forces, he set out with the avowed purpose of capturing 
San Salvador, the capital of the republic, sixty miles 
' from Acajutia. It was there that his brothers were in 
jail accused of plotting the overthrow of the govern- 
ment. There‘ the flower of the Salvadorean army, 3,000 
strong, were garrisoned back of the palace where 
President Figueroa, surrounded by a valiant body- 
guard, felt firmly intrenched against all invasion. 

Giving no heed to the fact that the’ odds were about 
ten to one against him, Moisant jed his troops on te 
their seéond victory. Sonsonate, twelve miles from 
Acajutia, inland, on the way to the capital,-was taken 
after a brief but hot attack. The invaders caught the 
Sonsonate garrison off its guard and though desperate 
resistance was made the town was in the possession 
of the enemy. Moisant lost twenty-five men in the 
fighting here; the Salvadoreans lost more than forty. 
~The cause of the revolutionists. was winning. The 
townspeople came out and gave “vivas” for Moisant, 
cheered for “ liberatad,” ape shouted “death to Figue- 
roa, the tyrant.” 


* Day of Vi cee Soon Over, 
Moisant had cut the .wires from Acajutla to Son-

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enough after taking the latter place. Before the lines 
were pevered an energetic telegraph operator rushed 
to a key and flashed the news of the capture of the,

of 3,000 men was coming on special trains. ‘ Moisant 
heard the news and began to plan the defense of the 
town, He would throw up breastworks; he planned 
to wreck the trains; surprises and ambushes were

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The railroad tracks were destroyed for half a mile 
to prevent the troop trains from overtaking them 
and Moisant and his men began the trek back to 
Acajutla, the men still overcome by fear, but Moisant 
grim, silent, and sorrowful. 

Reéntering Acajutla without resistance, the revolu- 
tionists piled aboard the Monotombo and stole quietly 
out of the harbor at 5 o’clock that afternoon. Two 
hours later 100 excited little soldiers from San Salva- 
dor arrived at Acajutla and silently céngratulated 
themselves that the ‘“‘diablo” of an American and his 
army had gone. Moisant returned to Nicaragua and 
thanked Zelaya for the use of his gunboat and soldiers. 
Forthwith a price was placed upon his head by Presi- 
dent Figueroa of oe 


Olympia Sent * the panes 

Moisant’s invasion of: the country did not inspire a 
friendlier feeling on the part of Figueroa for his im- 
prisoned brothers, George and Alfred, and these two 
men narrowly escaped being put to death, American 
Minister Merry called a halt.on the actions of the 
government when he wrote his note declaring that 
men had been tortured and Manged to force testimony 
against the two brothers. Meanwhile John Moisant 
was using other tactics. Influence was brought to 
bear at Washington from Nicaragua and Honduras 
and when Merry’s report was received at Washington 
Roosevelt dispatched the Olympia to Salvador to stop 
the threatened execution. The men were imprisoned 
in April, 1907. They were. released in July of that 
year and the embargo, at the instance of Washing- 
ton, Was lifted from the Santa Emelia plantation. 

John Moisant returned to his home in San Francisco 
in November, 1907, but this did not end his filibustering 
career in Central America. The following year he went 
up and dewn the Salvadorean coast in a steamer and 
was refused admission. into the country» In April last 
year he headed another revolutionary movement against 
Salvador from Nicaraguan territory and was stopped 
in this instance by Commander William 8S. Benson of 
the United States cruiser Albany, who threatened to 
blow his craft out of Pacific waters. 

Shortly after this, in May, 1909, Moisant’s activities 
had become so dangerous that he was summoned aboard 
the cruiser Colorado, anchored off a northern Nicara- | 
guan port and warned that he was sacrificing the right 
to protection as an,American citizen. 

“TI will not“look to the United States for protection 
if danger threatens,” replied Moisant, recalling the non- 
interference of the United. States for a long period of

his safety and peace, the péople for whom he evolved 
in all the profound sincerity of his heart the liberal 
religious and moral: laws which he regarded as his 
message ridiculed them and exalted the work of His 
spare time. a : 

It was as if e great painter had seen the throng 
giggle before his canvases into which he had put his 
whole soul and enthuse over his cartoons and bits of 
painted china which he had done as relaxation from 
his serious work.

USTLY or unjustly, with or without exten- 
vating circumstances, Chicago today 
stands under the world's indictment of 
being’ a center of the crime of murder. 

Ie the accusation true? Then why 
should it be so? 
Is the accusation falee? Then how has 
the second city of the United States come 
into common repute as having more murders and treat- 
ing the crime of murder more leniently than any other 
city in the world? 

It is a long story, Wher its chief points have been 
covered the reader may be left to draw his own deduc- 
tions as he will... But in statement of fact and in 
judicial and socia] canvassing of the situation alleging 
the city of Chicage to be the world’s center of that 
ehief crime against organized soolety,. the reader will 
be asked merely te take home to himeelf whatever 
possibilities present themserves to him, either as the 
potential murderer or the potential murdered citisen, 

Only a few weeks ago all Chicago was commenting 
upon the-savift justice that came from the Englieh 
court and jury which within a week brought the verdict 
of guilty and the penalty of death to Hawley Crippen. 
Wholly under circumstantial! evidence, Crippen was 
adjuéged the deliberate, cold blooded murderer of his 
wife. But the jury which found him gullty presented 
from the jury box a request of leniency from the court,

the impudent assertion that he “ would rather be tried 
for murder in Chicago than for burglary in St. Clair 
county, Til.”

"mands more witnessés and ts allowed more pleas for 
‘Justification than for any other ctime.

* Case. of Shifting Responsibilities." 

There are other reasons, hewever, why the 4otals of 
indictments fer homicide shrink heavily when defendants 
come inte the oriminal courts of Chicago. Ig the po- 
lice arrests of persone in any way suspected of having 
been party or parties te a hemieide, no matter what 
the signa may point, the disposition of the police de- 
partment is to shoulder action upon the coroner. 

“The whole record of the poasible case of homicide is 
@ process of ‘shifting reapensibilities,,” said State's 
Attorney Wayman. “It may be a littfe more than that 
with the police officera invelved. Suppose tke police 
of a.certain district have been ‘shaken up” fer a peor 
showing. Criticlam may have come from the chief's ef- 
fice, from the inepector or from the captain. They are 
not doing anything. “Wake up!" “Hustle!” The 
police are human; why shouldn't they make the most of 
@ case appearing to be a case of murder? 

“They are coroner's witnesses. They have a theory, 
whether they have made an arrest er net. The coroner, 
‘shifting,’ pronounces it-a case of homicide. 

“The prisoner comes to the state's attorney. What 
can he de but ‘whift'? hae no power to dismiss 
the case, and t& goes to the nd jury. There are two 
things that a grand jury finde hard to understand and 
follow in precedure. One te that j¢ may net pass upon 
a disputed statement of fact, that is for the petit jury 
in the Criminal ceurt.. That othér thing is that every 
material allegation charged in an indictment must have 
been proved in the grand jury reem befere the indict- 
ment ia voted, 


* + 
derer Freed Through Mistake. 


“Take this last and more important duty of the grand 
jury and observe how easily one of its mistakes may 
free an othcrwise guilty man. Not long age a mur- 
derer was arraigned for trial on an indictment. The 
indictment charged that the man wes drunk when he 
committed the crime; the evidence before the trial jury 
showed that he was 90! - ‘the man was acquitted! 

“It ie the self-protecting practice of the state's at- 
torney's office that every man bound over to the grand 
jury, with evidenee peifting to guilt, is charged with 
homfaeide. The form ef the indictment makes every such 
man subject:te trial on the full charge of murder and 
witheut mitigating circumstances. Why! 

“Two men are drinking at a bar, and both of them 
neisy drink, get into an altereation and one strikes the 
other, teppling hftm over, and cracking his skull.on the 
foot rail or on the tiled floor. “The axysailant ia indicted 
for homieide. It doesn’t leok so to me er to the grand 
jury, maybe, but it may eomeseut later that these two 


men, supposed to be friends, Were rank enemies and that . 


the assailant was net so drunk as was the man he 
struck. WNere is a criminal intent. What officer or of- 
ficers of the law will assume the risk in such a ehance? 

“Aside from this, however, what else than a jury of 
his peers may legally acquit the persen under indict- 
ment? And what fs more favorable te justice for the 
man killing witheut intent or killing with sincere con- 
viction that it is in protection of his life than that his 
indictment ig for murder? He faces a charge of murder 
in the firat degree. If he can show to judge and jury 
that it wae Aawful killing or that death eame to his 
vietim wholly without intent on his part, his counsel 
haw an easier task, merely because of the extreme in- 
dictment in the case.” 

In this Mr. Wayman’s statements are backed up by 
his figures within his term of office. Juries found 
forty-one individuals not guilty, the judges directed that 
thirty-two be found not guilty, while a total of thirty 


casen Were nolled. in the trial courts as, colloquially, 


‘*nething doing” sufficient to call for the tedious 


process of selecting juries. 
Se much fer the homicides that are charged against 


the individual who arrested. Mr. Wayman, however, 
calls attention to the fact that in some of the seemingly 
most atrocious murders committed in Chicago, where 
the death penalty likely would have been imposed, the 
criminal has not been arrested. Between Sept. 1, 1909, 
and Sept. 1, 1910, he cites eleven such murders as a 
“few cases". in example. 

Anowing for the fact that a large majority of the 
cold blooded murderers escape arrest—due to the fact 
that long preparationafer the crime and for the escape 
have been made, or even that circumstances have made 
the escape almoat miraculeus—that chief charge against 
Chicago is its leniency teward the murderer. How much 
of this charge is due to the maximum of indictments 
charging the maximum offense ii homicidal cases? 

“Half the homicide cases coming before the Criminal 
court ought to have been settled by the police and the 
coroner,” insista Dr. Kiernan, who holds that there are 
only two classifications of homicide—the anti-socia! 
murder and the “ heat ef passion” crime. 

“Neither of which ought to be settled short of the 
jury of his peers,” inglets State’s Attorney Waymen.

Trouble with Petit Jury Sysiem. 


While Judge Kavanagh, taking to heart se many ef 
the crimes on the eriminal calendar which comes to him, 
is inelined to @igagree with both. . 

“Most ef the trouble lies with the petit jury system,” 
says Judge Kavanagh. ‘It is taken for granted that 
the ceurt, presidiag in the criminal branch has 
knowlédge of the law and of facts as shown in testi- 
meny. By virtue of these things he should be a part 
of the court itself. 

“As a fact, the ceurt ts little more than a figure- 
head. He is expected to send a jury to the jury room, 
directing the jury as to the law in the case. But, as 
a matter of fact. the jury may not only disregard the 
instructions as to the weighing of evidence, but it may 
cast the eourt’s charge as to the law itself into an outer 
darkness. 

“On ene occasion I sat on the bench with Lord Chief 
Juatice Alveratene Our own court procedure wag fol- 
lowed largely, with juries hardly up te the standards of 
intelligence that we get here in Chicago. Attorneys for 
the crown end fer the defense questioned and cross- 
questioned, each ef them made his address to the juries 
in closing. But wpen the heels of all this the court 
took up the whole matter with the jury, canvassing 
everything that had been brought in evidence. He

squeezed out the extraneous technicarivies and in mar- 
terly way compressed inte factful language thet which 
had been brought out by the crown and that which had 
been submitted by the defense. In a word, he brought 
the whele trial dewn to ite most compact, convincing 
form. He sat there in the interest of justice, had 
listened with a trained mind, interpreted the law aad 
the evidence te the jury-—end the verdict was easy.” 

Just here, however, Dr, Kiernan breaks in with pro- 
test. 


Chief Justice Overrides the Law. 


“ord Chief Justice Alverstone had no right to do 
that,” insists the doctor. “The Engttsh law is based 
en the same common law upen which our own statutes 
were framed. In taking that position, Alverstone over- 
rides the common law as did the old ‘hanging judges,’ 
against whose decisions parliament in 1907 was forced 
to grant the right of appeal in criminal cases. 

“Under the old Roman law, that brought about the 
reactionary cemmon law of England, the rights of so- 
clety were superier to the rights of the individual. 
Under the English common law, protection was sought 
for the individual Briton. It was not necessary to kill 
Crippen as an anti-social factor which menaced England. 
When the verdict of guilty was rendered by the jury, 
that body asked for clemency for the cenvict. [In that 
action what did it do but express the conviction of a 
doubt?” i 

Prior to 1907, Crippen would have had no recourse to 
appeal. Until that year this hitherto Wnquestioned find- 
ing of a court of assize, or of other courts having juris- 
dietion in criminal cases, would have been final. To- 
day that chief section in the act granting right of ap- 
peal against conviction or against the sentence im- 
posed, reads: 

“A person who has been cenvicted on an indictment 
thay appeal to the Court of Criminal Appeal without 
leave on any ground of appeal which involves a ques- 
tion of law alone. If the judge who tries him certifies 
that the case is a fit one for appeal, or if the Criminal 
Court of Appeal give leave, such a persen May appeal 
against his conviction en any ground of appeal which 
invelves question of fact alone, or a mixed question of 
law and fact, or on any other ground which appears to 
the court to be a sufficient ground ef appeal. If the 
Court of Criminal Appeal give leave, such a person may 
appeal against the sentence passed upon him unless the 
wentence is one fixed by law." 

But in no case may the appeal court grant a new trial. 
It may dismiss a@ case or confirm it. It may consiier 
& sentence and approve, or it may quash the sentence 
and substitute another more severe, or less severe. But 
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in all such caseg the finding of the Court of Criminal 
Appeal is final.

American public yet ready ta assume the precedure of 
the English court, as in Lord Chief Justice Alverstone’s 
conduct of the trial of Crippen? | 

Your. American judge on the bench “washes his 
hands” of anything he may have said or done during 
the trial affecting the jury’s verdict. 

‘Lord Chief Justice Alverstone said in:summing up 
the Crippen case: “Gentlemen, we are not children, 
and he ig not a ohild.” 

And yet the bench and the bar and the social expert 
admit that something ig wrong in the procedures of the 
criming] eourts ef Chicago. But they fail to agree on 
the wrong, Judge Kavanagh and Dr. Kiernan distinctly 
are at one, however, on the national resort to the deadly 
weapen, Each of them points to the fact that Eng- 
land's long aceeptance of the fighting ring has taught 
the Hnglishman to depend upon his fists. He jis not 
trained until he has preved himself with the gloves. 

In the opinion of Dr, Kiernan, the daya of the woolly 
weat brought out the bad man with the gun. History 
has pointed to the fact that he and his progeny have 
retrograded inte the armed criminal types. 

Strangely enough, the doctor shows that the anti- 
social erimes are decreasing in the large cities, while 
Inereasing in the smaller communities. That is, the 
men in the smaller city is more inclined to commit 
crime merely because it is against the written law 
than is the man in Chicago, where his chance of escape 
ie #0 comparatively lees. Rut in Chicago the murder “in 
heat of passion" is the greater. This “heat of passion,” 
incidentally, involves anger, jealousy, superstition, fear, 
and the category of crimes that are not anti-social in 
their nature,

Still further, Dr. Kiernan is inclined to arralgn so- 
cial Chicage. He observes that often those most bit- 
ter and insistent individuals who call for convictions 
in capital crimes are among the firat te ask for clemency 
for the eonvict. He eltes the car barn bandite of a few 
years ago, when Neidermier- was hanged and othera 
punished. But in contrast, when the MeCarty gang did 
almost the same crime, the reaction against punishment 
to the limit was distinctly marked in the public. 

Hew the criminal law may he distorted is recalled by 
Dr. Kiernan in the case of a Bohemian restaurant 
keeper, Whose wife was half invalid and who was alone 
in the roomea over the restaurant. Three men entered 
beat her, and were ransacking the premises when the 
Bohemian rushed upataira and killed one of the rob- 
hers before he could jump threugh a window, 

‘The dead man had a politica! pull,” said Dr. Kiernan, 
“and his friends moved on the Bohemian. He was in- 
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dieted for murger and was eonvicted in Judge Dencen’s 
court. <A new trial was granted and in Judge Wing's 
egurt the jury returned a verdict of not guilty without 
leaving the box.” 

What is this crime of murder? In the Chicago indict- 
ment, anything approaching the aépects of killing is 
technically murder until a petit jury decides otherwise. 
Occasionally the coroner dismisses the self eviderit case 
of death from natural or accidental causes, occasionally 
when the indicted one has put in his evidence before 
the trial jury the judge himgelf orders an acquittal, 
more frequently still the jury retires and returns after 
minutes, hours, days, weeks, acquitting the defendant.

When Society Marks Them All. 


Thege, however, are not the murderers which come 
as such to conviction in the Criminal court. Yet among 
the murderers convicted, the range in murder sentences 
is from hanging on the gallows down to the almost no 
punishment of a fine for assault. Yet against any of 
those man killers who esaape execution the time may 
come when society points them out indiscriminatingly: 

“There ie a man who once killed a man.” 


Here lies the most important of al] the social aspects 
bearing upon the person who has taken a life. Memory 
of the deed continues with the person's friends, ac- 
quaintances, and often with the public at large, years 
after the killing. He has no certificate of clearance, 
even if the judge on the bench has ordered the jury to 
acquit him of the charge before leaving the box. 

Consider a few facts. No man ever killed another 
man who wasn't there. Adam could not have killed a 
man in hia early Eden. Therefore, in some mannep, 
the victim waa present in order that a crime could be 
effected. What had been the attitude of this victim 
of shot, Knife thrust, or blow toward the man whe 
took his life? Had the victim threatened the slayer? 
Had he nagged, worried, worked into frenay the man 
who took his life? What had been the pogitien of this 
man with reference to that “heat of pagsien” out of 
which death came to him, making murderer of the other 
man? Who fostered, plarned, bedeviled, and warked un- 
eeasingly toward his own destruction? 

Years ago the writer talked with a murderer in jail 
in the Httle town of Pittsfield, Ill. Judged by the super- 
ficial evidence. of the crime, it was one of the most cold 
bleoded double murders ever committed. The young 
man had ceme from Walla Walla, Wash., armed with 
the automatic pistol which he had bought there, which 
he had practiced with there almost to perfeetion in 
preparation for the deed. He had planned his escane 
fram bioodheunds by purchasing a canister of eayenne 
pepper with which to dust his trail. 

Threugh a sereen in the kitchen door of his father’s 
house he shot and killed his stepmother as the family 
gat at the supper table. That night he lay in the woods, 
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appearing at daylight at a neighbor's hog pen, waiting 
in ambush. When Harris, a neighbor, appeared ta feed 
his hogs, the young man sent three bullets through a 
left arm inte the heart region of the victim, who @ied 
instantly, Then came the posses, the long chase, and 
the surrender. 

But there behind the bars of the Pike county jail, this 
young man told me that he had done the best deed of 
his whole life! . 

Why? He was homely, freckled, reddish of hair and 
beard, gaunt,: awkward, and untrained in thought. He 
loved a girl in the n@ighborheod and had been rejected 
promptly and in public, the girl laughing him to scorn. 
The whole neighborhood had laughed at him, gibed him 
and made his dul] wits duller than before. He felt the 
danger in his fury and in the night started to Walla 
Walla as a far off place in which to escape it all. Even 
there the stepmother wrote her gibes and Quips. The 


neighbor, Harria, joined with her, persistently and seorn- ; 


fully. The young man had traveled 2,000 miles to es- 
eape it, but it had followed him. He had run away in 
a frensy. He returned in cold, calculating blood and 
destroyed the two persons of all the rest who so long 
had courted death. 

Where in thia case was the crime? 

A few months ago f walked from the Crimina! Court 
building in Chicago into downtown with a conscientidys 
judge sitting in the criminal branch. His heart was 
heavy with a murder case in preparation in his court. 
It had grown out of a premeditated assault committed 
by one man upon another.

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WHEN A JUDGE MAY BE CORRECTED. 

The court instructs the jury that they are the 
judges of the law as well as of the facts im the 
case, and if they can say upon their oaths that they 
knaw the law better than the court does, they havea 
right to do so; but before assuming so sélemn es 
responsibility they should be assured that they @re 
not acting from caprice or prejudice, that they are 
not controlled by their wills or their wishes but 
from deep and confident conviction that the eourt 
is wrong and they are right. 

Before saying this upon their oaths it is their 
duty to refiect whether, from their study and expe- 
rience, they are better qualified to judge of the law 
than the court; if under all the circumstancés they 
are prepared to say that the court is wrong in its 
exposition of the law, the statute has given them the 
right.--(Form of instruction of jury in criminal case 
as held by the Illinois Supreme court.)

EAL estate circles and especially those 


interested in central business proper- 

ty are much disturbed over the pro- 

posed new building ordinance, or that 

part of it which proposes to limit the 
height of buildings to 200 feet. 

Almost without exception brokers, opera- 
tors, and owners are up in arme agains: it. 
although, of course, it has a certain follow- 
ing among those interested in business prop- 
erty lying just outside the downtown dis- 
trict who see in the proposed change an in- 
atrument for forcing an unnatural expansion 
of the former and thus creating an increased 
demand with resultant better prices for their 
holdings. 

Representative brokera however, penerat- 
ly regard it as a serious mistake ami one 
Which, if enected into law, will mot only 
work a grave injustice to many property 
@wnhers, but also will operate ag a Getriment 
to the proper upbuilding of this part of the 
city, disturb land values and injure the repu- 
tation of the city as @ whole from the in- 
vestment standpoint.
